She 
left about twenty-four hours ahead 
of the St. Louis with mails and 15,000 
tons of cargo, but did not carry any} 
passengers. Apparently the voyage 
across. the Atlantic was without in- 
cident so far as submarines weré con- 
‘perned, and (the Manchuria made the 
run at an average speed which, is 
about her average between Yokohama 
‘gn@.

A BRITISH PORT, March 26, (De- 
layed. by. Censor.)—Unmolested and ap- 
parently unsighted by German = sub- 
marines, the. St. Louis, the first armed 
American liner to cross the zone closed 
to navigation by Germany’s U-boat 
blockade edict, docked early this morn- 
ing. 

Taking every precaution’ to avoid 
trouble, and every precaution also. that 
if trouble and a brush with a submarine 
were unavoidable, American rights 
should be upheld.and American citizens 
protected by force’ of Américan guns, 
the St. Louis zigzagged across the for- 
bidden,zone. She sighted no submarines 
throughout the voyage. ° 

The actions of. the officers of the liner 
and of the American naval crew indi- 


cated that every precaution was to be 
taken against running irito needless dan- 
ger. It was apparent that the heavily 
armed: St.. Louis was not ‘looking for 
fight, but that she was determined to 
protect upon a moment's notice her 
cargo of foodstuffs and the lives of her 
passengérs' and crew. 


Dark Nights and Heavy Fogs. 


Running dark and with watches 
doubled, the ship's officers and .Amer- 
jean naval’ men were aidéd- in their 
safety measures by. heavy fogs and 
moonless nights. All realized the ex- 
treme danger of ‘ecrosaing the zone,

Germans at “Last Stand. 


From other sources of information as 
well as this,-I hope the censor will per- 
mit me to state a few conclusions I 
formed concerning the military value of 
Fe, present advance.

This naturally —— ts questions con- 
vcerning how the rman soldiery 
fared, and the unanimous resporise was 
that neither officers nor men. fed any 
too well; that the pinch of hunger now 
afflicting the entire empire has fastened 
itself as well on the army 

As we approached the cutest villages 
I was at first not: greatly’ — by 
the damage that had been done. That 
was because these French villages have 
endured hundreds of years; they are 
built solidly of brick and stone, and or- 
dinary burning does not sovel them to 
the ground as would the case of 
American villages of frame houses. or 
as the case of French villages after ar- 
tillery- bombardment. But when we 
rode through the deserted and silent 
streets we saw what ghastly hand had 
been at work. The walls of the houses 
were only’ shells concealing charred 
ruins.. Not only one village is like that, 
nor a dozen, but every single one of the 
hundreds that have been liberated has 
been put to fire and sword, old men, old 
women, cripples, and children left to 
await the arrival of their own soldiery 
to care for them; their able-bodied men 
taken into bondage months ago, their

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LONDON, March . A private in the 
R. A. M. C. was able to give a clear 
and concise account of the. sinking of 
the Asturias: 

** There were no sick or wounded sol- 
diers or sailors on board,’’ he said. ‘‘All 
had been disembarked, but we had on 
board a company of nurses belonging to 
a voluntary aid detachment of the Red 
Cross, who were additional to the staff 
on the vessel; so.there were more 
women on board than customary. The 
medical staff, so far as. I am aware, 
was at full strength. There were some 
hundreds of persons on’ board. 

“We steamed up the channel on Tues- 
day and at sunset the vessel was Ht up 
in the usual way with the Geneva cross 
on each side. There was nothing to sug- 
gest there were enemy submarines near. 
About midnight we were all aroused by 
a terrific explosion. There was no panic. 
Everybody was ordered to,stand by the 
lifeboats and the praces were taken very 
smartly, t calmly as -we have been 
drilled. Rockets-were fired after the ex- 
plosion. When the order was given to 
lower away the boats one did not reach 
the water properly. The ropes became 
jammed and we were thrown into the 
sea. I believe our boat then swung round 
and catching a lifeboat astern capsized 
it and threw the occupants into the 
water. After that’ I have no clear reco]- 
lection of what occurred. 

“We were very kindly treated on 
being picked up and there is no doubt 
that the care bestowed..on us by ‘the 
crew. of the vessel which landed us 
saved. several lives.

It is said that interest in naval re- 
ctuiting ‘has increased more than fifty 
per cent. since the threat of war. . It 
must .speedily. increase more than a 
hundred per cent. if the men: needed 
for the ships are to be trained in time. 
Measures must be adopted to impress 
the advantages of naval service more 
strongly on the youth of the country. 
Recruiting methods must be improved. 
It is not enough to have the number 
of recruits in a@ month doubled or 
trebled. The navy wants ‘men now 
more than it ever wanted them before. 
It is an‘unpleasant fact that so large a 
proportion of the men who. apply at 
the offices are rejected for physical 
disability which may be‘slight but is 
enough to’ prevent their acceptancc.

RAILWAYS AND STEAMSHIPS. 

Circumstances alter cases, and the 
law makes the Interstate Commerce 
Commission the judge of the circum- 
stances in which the operation of 
steamships by railways is not con- 
trary to public interest. The commis- 
sion having found that the steamships 
operated on the lakes by the Lehigh 
Valley Railway competed for traffic, 
and that the ownership of the steam- 
ships by the railway tended to reduce 
competition, the ownership of the 
steamships by the railway was forbid- 
den by the commission.

it is. obvious that he believes every 
word he writes.

It seems 
that when Hinpensure began to re- 
treat there was.a fine chan¢e for the 
Allies to break through, but they did 
not take it because they did not “ dare 
sufficiently to accept his challenge.”

The Completed Pictures of Henry 
W. Ranger Now on View. 


The completed pictures left by Henry 
W. Ranger and his collection of paint- 
ings by contemporary artists are. now 
on view at the American: Art Galleries 
until their sale by auction next Thurs- 
day and Friday evenings. Mr. Ranger's 
own work is chronologically nrranged 
and covers practically all of his work- 
ing years. His later canvases vere of 
slow growth and painted with increased 
care for technical adequacy, :.The cata- 
logue describes his general method of 
setting about his work. For all his pict- 
ures he made direct outdoor sketches, 
gometimes careful pencil atudies, some- 
times freer oll sketches on academy 
board or wooden panels.

A REASON FOR PESSIMISM. 
The. Orders of a Seventh Contury 


Caliph to Hie Army. 


Columbia University, March 24, 1917. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 


The horrifying details that have come} 


to us concerning the conduct of the Ger- 
man troops during their forced retreat— 
euphemistically termed a “‘ strategic re- 
tirement ’'—makes us doubt whether the 
word *‘ Kultur’’ is really the German 
equivalent of our English “ culture "’ and 
“good breeding’’ and “education ”’ 
which I ‘imagine the dictionaries give. 
If it is, many of us will elect to be with- 
out breeding and without education—if 
these can be exchanged so readily for 
the —— Savagery and the rankest 
ty. 

We ask ourselves whether the many 
centuries have wrought any change in 
human nature, and. whether the gains 
made have \not been—to the largest ¢x- 
tent—of a material nature. I was think- 
ing along these lines—and quite pessim- 


istically—while I was lecturing to my|! 


class on early Mohammedanism. I was 
talking of what had happened in Arabia 
some thirteen centuries. ago. The new 
Mohammedan faith was just breaking 
through into Syria; its triumph was be- 
ing led by conquering bands. Yet, listen 
to the orders given by the Caliph Abu 
Bakr to Urwa, one of his commanders 
who was leading an army to Damascus: 
See that thou avoid treachery. Depart not 
in-any wise from the right, Thou shalt 
mutilate none; nhelther shalt thou kill chil- 
Gren, aged men, nor any women. Injure 
not the date palm, neither burn it with 
fire. And cut not down any tree that is 
food for man or beast. Slay not of the 
flocks or herds or camels, saving for need- 
ful sustenance. Ye may eat of the meat 
which the men of the land bring unto you 
in their vessels, making mention thereon of 
the name of the Lord. And thé. monks 
with shaven heads, leave therm unmolested: 
Now, march forward in the name of the 
Lord, and may He protect you from ‘sword 
and pestilence. 


We have only to plate this in a parallel 
column to the reports of the destructions 
occasioned by the Germans in Chaulnes, 
Roye, Noyon, (Chauny, Péronne, Ba~ 
paume, &c., to see- that thé antithesis is 
complete.

, Three European Rulers Expires 
in Rome in Hie 73d Year.

ROME, March 27.—The death today 
of- Moses Ezekiel, the distinguished and 
greatly beloved American sculptor, who 
had lived in Rome for more than forty 
years, caused universal. regret here, His 
death occurred in his unique apartment, 
artistically arranged by him in the 
Tower of Belisarius on the ancient 
walls of Rome. Being a native of 
Richmond, Va., Mr. Ezekiel served as a 
youth in the corps of cadets of the 
Confederate Army at the battle of New- 
market. 

When the war was over he came to 
Europe to study sculpture and won the 
Prix de Rome. He became the close 
friend of the famous Cardinal Hohen- 
lohe. He was the most noted host in the 
Eternal City. For years his picturesque 
studio in the Baths of Diocletian was 
the rendezvous of all important Ameri- 
can visitors and the most prominent 
representatives of art. Moses Ezekiel 
was a great lover of music and was the 
pupil ‘of Lizst. His studio was the centre 
of the best music in Rome.

OVERTIME IN PROPORTION 


Order Effective on May 1 Will Cost 
the Company Several Mill- 
fons Annually. 


The Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany, at a meeting of the Executive 
Committee at 195 Broadway yesterday, 
decided to ‘put the basic eight-hour day 
into effect in its service after May 1 
wherever practicable. Of the 45,000 em- 
ployes in thé country, about 25,000 
working in what are exclusively West- 
ern Union offices will benefit by the. 

rder and receive the same pay they 
now get for nine hours’ work. . Over- 
time will be paid for‘ at one-eighth of 
a day’s pay an hour. 

In. all there are 26,000 offices, and 
the majority of the employes not in- 
cluded in the order aré the ones who 
receive salaries from railroads and per- 
form other duties. A large number of 
night operators and women are working 
now on the eight-hour basis. About 
2,000 employés in this city will benefit.

Officials of the company refused last 
night to say just what it would. cost to 
poe the eight-hour day into effect, but 

is estimated that it. will ey into 
several. millions a year. From ¢he com- 
pany’s standpoint, giving an employe 
the same pay for eight hours’ werk as 
for nine hours is equivalent to a wage 
increase of 12% per cent. 

The Western Union has shared in the 
recent general prosperity of the coun- 
try. It paid in dividends last year 5 
per cent. and an additional dividend of 
1 per cent., and is expected to pay on a 
6 per cent, basis this year: Its capitali- 
zation is $100, 000,008. However, the 
Western union we in the past. done 
favors for its emplbyes when it, was not 
82 prosperous. e‘pension system was 
installed in 1912, when the company 
earned only 8 per cent. The vacation 
fund and the eight-hour day for women 
employes were instituted also in years 
when the company did not have a treas- 
ury so full as now. 

Although the railroad Silagraphers are 
‘not included in those who benefit from 
the Western Union eight-hour day order, 
the Order of Railway Telegraphers is 
now engaged in a general eight-hour 
movement, in which it has been success- 
ful on a number of railroads. Also, it 
is the contention of the railroad’ teleg- 
raphers that they are included undor the 
provisions of the rege eight-hour 
law, .recently. upheld the Supreme 
Court of the United States, which gives 
the basic eight-hour day to all persons 
ensaged in the operation of trains in 
interstate commerce.
